bill is set down for next Friaay. Tne 
object of the bili is to obviaie the abuse 
of givi.g» refturence by the, assignor 
to any particular creditor or creai.ors 
and to effect an equitabte distribution 
ai the assets among the creditors. 

This ie the firet insolvency law that 
has ever been 1ormulatsd for the prov- 
ince or the territories of the, Northwesi. 
Hitherto there nas vedn ‘Ao insolvency 
law. By the terms of the bili provis- 
jon ia made for an offictal asgignee. As- 
eignmentsa take precedeme over ji & 
ments and th? executions and the she.- 
itt in case of seizure, must hand over 
the property to the ofti¢ial aseigneé. 
Provision 4s made for the publication 
of every atsignment in the Alberta Ga- 
zette for the ering in the office 
of the cletk of registration district 
for m é and owner transfers of 
chattels. -Fublication and registration 
is compulegory under penalty of a 
fine. The assignee must cal! a mete.- 
ing for the winding up of the estate, 
cetormine proof.of claims, how clai:ns 
are to rank among each other and how 
cach ja to be providedd for. An impori- 
ant clause is that referring to the 
privileged claima of workmen. Work- 
men's wages not exceeding thre 
months have priority over all other 
Claims. 

Procedure ia provided for where 
creditora dispute or contest claims. 
Gifts and transfers intended to defraud 
creditors are made void if attacked 
within sixty days after the assignment

CHILIANS ARE 
AMBITIOUS 


Propose to Spend $37,500,000 on Con- 
struction of a Railroad From the 
Borders of Peru to the Straits of 
McGellan, Two Thousand Miles Long 


Santiago, Chili, Jan. 30—Congress 
has approved the bill providing for 
the construction of the proposed long- 
itudinal railway, whieh will eost $37,- 
500,000, five per cent. being guaran- 
teed by the government on the capi-- 
tal. The representatives of Belgium, 
Germany and the native sypidicate 
ave proposing to bid for the work. 
Congress gave the president author- 
ity to enter into contracts for the con- 
struction of the road, subjecs only 
to the approval of the senate. The 
longitudinal railway of Chile will run 
from the frontier of Peru to the Straits 
of Magellan, about 2,000 miles from 
the northern to the southern termi- 
nus, with spur linés to’ const ports 
and into the mining districts and ag- 
lee arenas, .

That 
agreoment has been in prcgsess of te- 
ing carried out ever since; the terms 
atani as they did then, and the con- 
ditions are being fulfilled as they were 
then. There was no agreement ex- 
press or implied, that the Manitoba 
government should come immediately 
into possession of all the swamp land 
in the province.
